. - - Lunch Wagon*. 

Lunch wagons are an occasional sub¬ 
jest of discussion at Town Council meet¬ 
ings, and the subject was brought up 
again Monday nightt when the following 
letter from F. H. Erickson of 104 Ella 
street was read* by the clerk : 

“1 hereby request your honorable body 
to grant me permission to replace the 
lunch wagon at 585 Bloomfield avenue 
(in rear of Bloomfield National Bank), 
with a new, up-to-date and modern 
lunch wagon. 

"I make this request to you because of 
the fact that the situation at present, as 
regards lunch wagons, seems somewhat 
uncertain, in view of the r^ceht action 
of the council and the attitude of the 
building inspector. 

“I have applied to Mr. Cadmus for 
a permit, in case one is necessary, and 
he has referred me to the Towq Council. 

“If it is npt necessary to have a per¬ 
mit, then ths application is not necessary, 
but if one is required I earnestly request 
that you will grant it to me." 

Councilman Unangst, in commenting 
on the request, said it was a matter in 
which the council should proceed care¬ 
fully. Not long since, he said, a 
request of a similar character was 
granted by the council, and the party 
did not move the wagon off the lot, but 
simply to the rear of it, and put a new 
wagon in front of it. There was con¬ 
siderable adverse comment in regard to 
it, Mr. Unangst said. 

“You all know my sentiments in re¬ 
gard to lunch wagons,” Mayor Hauser 
said. “I would not have one of them in 
the town.” 

Town Attorney Kocher said that the 
legal s.tatus of lunch wagons with 
respect to building regulations and other 
municipal rules was not clearly defined. 
In cases that had been litigated, the 
courts had taken a liberal view of the 
matter and had inclined to class the 
lunch wagon among vehicles and not 
among buildings. Treated as a wagon. 
Mr. Kocher said, the council had no 
jurisdiction as to a man driving off and 
on his own property or property that he 
controlled, and he could move the wagon 
on his property and could paint it in 
any color or manner that he felt disposed 
to do, and there was too law giving any 
one the right to interfere with him. In 
a Montclair case, where the owner of t 1 
wagon had closed in the under structure I 
by boarding it up, the boards 
being attached to the wagon with 
hooks and thus made movable at will, 
the court held that the closure did mtt 
change the character from a vehicle to p 
building. 

Mayor Hauser referred Mr. Ericksen's 
request to the building committee and 
the law committee for investigation and 
report. ~ v
